Proceedings of Congress.
W AsHEINGTON, D. 0., Feb. 28.
BENATE.

The Vica President laid before the Benate
a commaoanication from the famlly of the
late General Bherman thaoking the Becate
for the honors bestowed by the Benate upon
the memory of the deceased.

Among the bills reported from commit-
tees and placed on the calecdar were the
following: Senate bill to allow the Fails
Chureh and Potomac Rallway Co. to con-
gtruct snd operate a railroad across the
government lands at Arlington, and Benate
bill anthorizing the construotion of & rall-
way on the government reservation at Fort
Monroe, Va.

Oa motion of Mr. Sanders, the privilegs
of the {1 or was given to Mr. Olaggett, claim-
ing to be Benator-elect from Idabo, pend-
ing the decision of his claim.

Benate bill to amend the charter of the
Rock Creek Rallway Co, of the District ¢f
Columbia was passed.

Tae Hounse amendmant to the direct tax
bill baviog been taken up, Mr. Berry (who
had objectid to it yesterday) eald that ke
had eince read it and consldered it unoljac”
tisoable. Ha had no otjaction to Its beiog
agzeed to.

The House amendment was agreed to
withount a division, and the blll now goes to
the President.

The House bill giving a pension of $2,600
a year to the widow of Admliral Porter, was
peased,

The House bill to provide for the reorgan-
'zatlon of the artillery force of the army
was passed with a Benate subaticate provid-
ing for the reorganizition of the whole
srmy, the strength of which [s Inoreased to
thirty thoneand enlisted men.

Toe Iadian appropriation bill was then
laken op.

HOUSH,

When the House met at 11 o'clock thie
morning the SBpeaker stated to the House
that he had baen informed by the clerks that
it bad been physically impossible to prepare
the jourcal of yesterday’s proceedings ; and
in view of this statemant the reading of that
documant wa3 postponed ; and the House
immadlalely procesded to vote on the mo-
tlon to a=k the Hepate for a conference on
the subsidy blll a3 smended by the Honee
last night.

nayse, 83,

Mr. Cannon, of Illincis, (Me. Crisp, of
Gaorgia, baviog objacted to the action belng
taken by unanlmous congen!) moved to euz-
pend the roles and egree to a motion that
the House non-concur In Senate amend-
ments to the sundry clyil appropriation bill
and accede to the rcguest of the Senate for
a conference,

Mr. Oanoon loveighed against the action
of the minority in obstructing the passage of
the appropriation bills, declaring that if that
action resulted lo an extra eecsion ths mi-
pority wou!d be respznsible for it.

Mr, Crisp aaid that it seemed posaible for
the other s'de, deapite any apprehension of
an extra sesslon, to obtain a3 muph time as
1% would for the spacific measares it desired
to pass, ou'side tha appropriation bills,

When the minority cffered resistanoce to
this c:urae, the gentleman sald that It would
bs responsible lor an exira session. The

mejority ssked for unanimous consent
{sr the pasasge of the appropriation
bills lo order that it might call op
mensures which the minority wonld

rosist to the uttermoat, The msjority had
found time to give two days to a bill
granting large snms out of the Treaenry to
gpecinl favorites, It bad atill some mea-
gures of the same sort and it wished to get
rid of the appropriation billa in order to
call them up.

After a heatcd debate Lhe motion to sus-
pend the rules was rijecied.

Io the meantime there wers conlerences
held belwaen r:publicavs aod democrats,
the resalt beivg a tecit agrecment that none
of the contested election cases shonld be
called up, and that the demoocrats ehould
not place any cbstrocilon in the way of the
appropriation bills,
